All Attaches of the Commission are 
to Remain at Manila Carrying 
on the Work—The Grant 
in Quarantine.

NEW YORK, Sept. 18.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The Sun’s Manila cable- 
gram. says the monitor Monterey and 
gunboat Concord sailed for Subig Bay 
today, to assist the cruiser Charleston 
in reducing insurgent works there. 
‘The Zafiro took a landing party of 300 
marines. 

Col. Denby and Prof. Worcester of 
the Philippine commission sailed for 
home today. All attachés of the com- 
mission remain here. Col. Denby said 
they expected to remain, as their work 
would not be finished until peaceful 
relations with the Filipinos had been 
reéstablished and civil goverment had 
taken the place of the military. 

Since Prof. Schurman left there, 
Denby and Worcester have been con- 
tinuing to assist military authorities 
in the establishment of local civil 
governments. They have also contin- 
ued the work of collecting material 
concerning the resources of the isl- 
ands; their government by the Span- 
ish, and whatever other points are 
likely to be of service to Americans in 
providing a permanent form of admin- 
istration. 

The commission has the views of 
many prominent Filipinos, and is pre- 
pared to submit an exhaustive report 
to Congress. 

[*9-OPERATION. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.—Admiral 

Watson has not yet reported to the 
Navy Department upon the reported 
bombardment of ‘the fort in Subig 
Bay by the Charleston yesterday. Otis 
recently was informed by cable that 
he could-have the fullest cotperation of 
the navy in any movement, and it is 
thought at the Navy Department that, 
in execution of this promise, Admiral 
Watson is initiating the new campaign. 

Subig Bay is the sité of a projected 
naval station. The Spaniards discov- 
ered that it afforded advantages for 
such a purpose over Manila Bay, and 
especially over Cavite. They spent 
nearly $1,000,000 upon the place before 
the war, and it was one of the plans 
of Admiral Montijo, the Spanish com- 
mander, to make his stand against 
Dewey at Subig, instead of Cavite. 
‘NOT FOR CLEMENCY. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

CHICAGO, Sept. 18.—A dispatch to 
the Times-Herald from Washington 
says: 

“Privates Damphoffer and Conine, 
sentenced to death by court-martial 
for assaulting Filipino women, will 
not receive any mercy at the hands of 
the President.

STRIKE ON TRANSPORTS.

SAN: FRANCISCO, Sept. 18.—The 

strike on the government transports 
has begun. It is only a small begin- 
ning, but there is no telling where it 
will end. If mutual concessions are 
not made it may end in the transport 
service being driven away from San 
Francisco.

TWO BRITISH STEAMERS PUR. 
SUED TO HONGKONG. 


The Yuen Sang Mistaken by the 
Pampanga for a Filibuster and 
Fired tpon—The Diamte Held 
Up, but not Boarded, Near Subig 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 

HONGKONG, Sept. 18.—[By Asiatic 
Cable.] The American gunboat Pam- 
panga has chased the British steamer 
Yuen Sang from Manila to Hongkong. 
The gunboat sighted the steamer during 
the night of September 13, about thirty 
miles off the north coast of the Island 
of Luzon and suspected that she was a 
filibuster. | 

The Pampanga fired three shots, which 
the Yuen disregarded until the third 
shell exploded near her. She then 
stopped, and the commander of the 
gunboat boarded the Yuen Sang, found 
he had made a mistake and apologized. 

An American gunboat, un- 
known, followed the British steamer 
Diamte, bound from Manila to Hong- 
kong. The warship sighted the steamer 
near Subig Bay, during the night of 
September 16, -nd whistled signals to 
stop. The signals were disregarded 
and the gunboat ran alongside the Di- 
amte, getting so close that her guns 
tore away the Diamte’s outrigging. Her 
passengers wee thrown into a panic. 
The gunboat, on learning the identity 
of the steamer, sheered off. 


THE GRANT QUARANTINED. 


Private White Seized With a Sick- 
ness Resembling Smallpox. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
‘SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 18.—The 
transport Grant did not sail for the 
Philippines, today, as scheduled. John 
C. White, a soldier in the Thirty-first 
Infantry, Regiment, which was to have 
taken passage on the Grant, was 
seized with a sickness resembling small- 

pox, and was quarantined.

THE PROCEEDINGS. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

PARIS, Sept. 18.—None of the ae- 
cused were present, nor In the place 
today, but nine cells have been fitted 
up for them in the library. The cells 
are very comfortably furnished. Th 
floor is covered with linoleum, and the 
walls are hung with greenish cloth. 
The furniture consists of an iron bed- 
stead, an easy chair, a gaarble-topped 
toilet table, a cuspidor and a rug. 
Thus the prisoners will have little te 
complain of, and may congratulate 
themselves that times have changed 
since the Gironidists were confined in 
the palace of the Senate by Robes- 
pierre during the Reign -of Terror 
and languished in its dungeons, and 
since Marshal Ney was immured in 
an unventilated cell until led forth to 
be shot in the gardens. 

There were people who, while loung- 
ing in the corridors, just after the 
Senators were supposed to have en- 
tered behind closed doors, though in 
reality they were taking the air out- 
side for a few minutes, remarked that 
conspiracies to overthrow the existing 
régime were apparently regarded as @ 
much less serious matter, nowadays, 
than in times past. 

President Fallieries opened the pro- 
ceedings today amid general silence 
by reading the decree of the President 
of the republic, constituting the Sen- 
ate, on the report of the Minister of 
Justice, into a high court to try the 
charges against the accused of making 
an attempt on the security of the 
State. M. FalMeries then declared the 
Senate constituted as a high court 
and the clerk of the court called the 
roll of Senators, who answered with 
the word: “Present.” 

There was momentary excitement 
when President Fallierieg concluded 
the reading of the President's decree.

“As a result of the discussions, it 
seemed to me that the general im- 
pression of those present was that the 
growth of trusts and combinations 
be jealously watched and 
guarded, and that there should be a 
careful supervision of their operations 
by the State authorities and also, pos- 
sibly. by the general government--su- 
pervision somewhat similar to that over 
national banks would be most desir- 
able and important, and that all such 
corporations should be required to have 


ing all the general operations in those 
business and features of such statistics 
should be made public something after 
the manner in which the statistics of 
the national banks is made public. 
The object sought through these sug- 
gestions were not only for the b nefit 
of the general public, who might be 
considering an investment, Tut also 
for the benefit of the stockholders who 
might thus learn if the managers 
were loyal to the interests of the stock- 
holders, 

“There has been some talk of there 
being political capital in the resuli 
of the conference. T do not know that 
the result of the conference could he 
construed to have any political bear- 
ing. The question of business trusts 
and corporations is not a political qu¢s- 
tion. There are probably just as many 
Democratic stockholders in these va- 
rious combinations as Republicans. 
They have entered into these 
binations with the belief that they 
are advantageous in the way of cheap- 
ening production and doing away With 
the excessive competition, which, in 
periods of oppression, is oftentimes 
fatal to parties to the competition. 

“Whatever may be the steps taken 
to adopt some remedies of restrictive 
measures, which shall retain whatever 
there may be of benefit in the trusts 
while removing which is prejudicial 
to the national good, in my opinion, 
the conference held in Chicago will 
prove a historical meeting and its in- 
fluence as a source of education and 
perhaps as a Starting point of s!ome 
definite development will be felt for a 
long time. The Civic Federation is sat- 
isfiled—ves, cratified—-with the cntire 
work of the conference.”

SITUATION UNCHANGED. 


More Negotiating Unless Boers Take 
the Offensive. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.; 
LONDON, Sept. 18.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The’Transvaal situation remains 
practically the same. The suspension 
as to the outlook was retiected by the 
decline in stocks on the exchange, 
where, although stocks continued de- 
pressed, there was not the slightest ap- 
proach to excitement. The text of 
President Kruger’s reply was issued by 
the Secretary of State for the Colonies, 
Mr. Chamberlain, this afternoon, but 
it adds nothing of importance to the 
summary cabled to the Associated 
Press last evening. The language in 
many places is taken to indicate a 
firm, unyielding position. The reply, 

however, concludes: 

er Majesty’s government is 
willing and feels able to make this de- 
cision, a join commission, as first pro- 
posed by Mr. Chamberlain, would put 
an end to the present tension. Race 
hatred would decrease and die out, 
and the prosperity and welfare of the 
South African Republic and the whole 
of South Africa would be developed 
and furthered, and fraternization. be- 
tween the different nationalities would 
increase.”’ 

The second edition of the Times con- 
tains a dispatch from Johannesburg, 
“There is, I am informed, 
some early coup in contemplation. The 
quantities of compressed forage for- 
warded in the direction of Natal indi- 
cate some move on the part of the 
troops in that quarter. The govern- 
ment is buying horses freely today.”’ 

The evening papers all indicate the 
seriousness of the crisis, but the St. 
James Gazette says: “It need not be 
imagined that anything will be done on 
our side in a hurry. The Cabinet has 
first to reconsider, and secondly to for- 
mulate fresh proposals. Therefore 
those commentatories on the crisis, who 
assume that fighting will immediately 
commence, are obviously a little pre- 


vious. Of course, it is quite possible 
the Boers may begin hostilities, in 


which case our troops will have to de- 
fend British territory. But unless the 
Boers take the offensive, the negotia- 
tions will be prolonged until the re- 
now on their way to 
South Africa reach their destination.” 

Olive Schreiner (Mrs. Cronwright,) 
contributes an eloquent cable letter on 
the situation, to the Manchester Guar- 
dian. She says: 

“Let England clearly understand 
what war in South Africa means. The 
largest empire the world has ever seen 
will hurl its full force against a small 
state and about 30,000 men, including 
lads of 16 and old men of 60, without 
a standing army or organized commis- 
sariat. The entire little people will 
have to resolve itself into an army of 
their wives and daughters, who will 
prepare the bread and meat the farm- 
ers will put in their saddle bags when 
they go to meet the enemy. 

‘Today the women of the Transvaal 
are demanding guns that they may 
take part in the last stand. We may 
crush the little people with the aid of 
Australians and Canadians, since the 
British Isles seem unable to crush 
them alone. We may take their land 
and lower the little flag of his inde- 
pendence so dear to the Boer, but we 
shall have placed a stain upon our own 


that centuries will not wash out. Only

NO GERMAN AID.

VENEZUELAN TROOPS ARE BOUND 


TO DO SOMETHING. 


Government Hopes to Ultimately 
Get Its Forces Up Against the 
Insurgent General Castro—The 
Detroit at La Guayra. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TINVES.] 

CARACAS, Sept. 18.—[LExclusive Dis- 
patch.] The government troops under 
Gens. Guevara, Juarez and Avendano 
are marching in different directions, 
with the object of joining their forces 
and giving battle to the insurgent 
Gen. Cipriano Castro, who is encamped 
at Tinaquillo. Four thousand govern- 
ment troops have been added to the 
force at Puerto Caballo. La Victoria 
is also being fortified. Mendoza has 
issued several proclamations. 

The Detroit has arrived at La Guayra. 
Up to tonight, there has been no 
change in the situation. All govern- 
ment troops have been ordered to con- 
centrate at La Victoria. Gen. Do- 
mingo Monagas will shortly start for 
Barcelona to raise an army there. Gen. 
Castro, ieader of revolutionists, has 
fifty armed horse women in command. 
He has recently replenished his ammu- 
nition. 

PUERTO CABELLO OCCUPIED. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
CARACAS, Sept. 18.—The govern- 

ment troops have reoccupied Puerto 
Cabello, and are concentrating there 
and at La Victoria. 


AMERICAN CRUISER DETROIT. 


She Should Reach La Guayara To- 
day. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 16.—A _ cable- 
gram received at the Navy Depart- 
ment today from San Juan, Porto Rico, 
states that the Detroit sailed from that 
place Saturday for La Guayara, Vene- 
zuela. She should arrive at that port 
today, according to the calculations of 
the naval officials. Minister Loomis 
left today for New York, and will take 
the first steamer from that city for 
Venezuela, which will not be before 
Saturday. The Minister regards the 
situation is critical, if newspaper re- 
ports of the insurrection are correct. 


The town of Maracay, where the revo- ‘ 


lutionists were reported to be Satur- 
day, is only about eighty miles distant 
from Caracas, the capital. No orders 
have been issued to the Nashville, now 
at Gibara, Cuba, to proceed to Vene- 
zuela, but it is entirely probable that 
she will be needed soon at Porto Cay- 
bella, which is reported here to have 
fallen into the hands of the insurgents. 


BANK CLOSES DOORS. 


Recent Failures Involwe the First 
National at Penn Yan. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
ROCHESTER (N .Y.,) Sept. 18.—The 
First National Bank of Penn Yan was 
not opened for business this morning, 
but, instead, this notice was posted: 
‘“‘Bank closed pending the arrival of an 

examiner.”’ 

The bank was heavily involved in 
the Potter-Kinner-Kendal failure of 
several years ago, and the more recent 
failures of Russell & Birkett and Rus- 
sell & Son. The capital stock of the 
bank was $50,000. The deposits of the 
bank on December 1, 1898, were $241,845, 
and the deposits on June 3C, 1899, were 
$201,306. It is said that the liabilities 
will not exceed $80,000. 

The directors held a meeting Satur- 
day night and decided to close the bank. 
It now has in deposits $79,000 and about 
$40,000 in real estate. It is believed the 
bank will reorganize and pay depositors 
in full. 

RECEIVER APPOINTED. 

{ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.—The last 
report of the bank examiner shows that 
on January 2, 1899, the First National 
Bank of Penn Yan had a capital of 
$50,000; $15,000 in surplus and deposits 
amounting to $150,000. 

E. J. Graham, bank examiner, has 
been appointed temporary receiver. 
The failure is attributed to bad invest- 
ments in real estate and manufactur- 
ing enterprises. So far as known noth- 
ing of a criminal character is charged 
against any of the officers of the bank.

Sovereign Lodge Listens to Grand 
Sire Pinkerton’s Annual Report. 


Gov. Pingree Unable to 
Be Present. 
Report of the Grand Secretary 


Show Large Gaines in the Number 
of Warrants Issued—New 
Foreign Lodges. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

DETROIT (Mich.,) Sept. 18.—Hard, 
persistent rain has been the predom- 
inant. outward feature of the opening 
day of the Independent Order of Odd 
Fellows’ Diamond Jubilee. Adverse 
weather conditions, however, failed to 
dampen the spirits of Odd Fellows 
enough to keep them away from the 
public welcomes extended at the De- 
troit Operahouse by Mayor Maybury 
and Michigan Odd Fellows officials. 

Every representative entitled to a 
place on the floor of the Sovereign 
Grand Lodge was in his place when 
the session opened, 189 men represent- 
ing every State and Territory and the 
Canadian provinces. 

It was necessary to postpone a trol- 
ley ride about the city, planned for this 
afternoon until Saturday, which had 
been left open for individual sight- 
seeing. Tonight the visiting ladies 
were entertained in light infantry ar- 
mory by the Union Rebekuh degree 
staff of this city. Fifty-six !adies, the 
largest degree team in the history of 
Odd Fellowship, exemplified the 
Rebekah degree. 


THE DAY'S PROCEEDINGS. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

DETROIT (Mich.,) Sept. 18.—Sover- 
eign Grand officers, Grand Lodge and 
Grand Encampment officials, and va- 
rious other functionaries of the In- 
dependent Order of Odd Fellows, 
walked to the opening session of the 
seventy-fifth ‘annual meeting of the 
order today through a drenching rain. 
They were escorted from headquarters, 
the Hotel Cadillac, to the Detroit 
Operahouse, where public reception 
exercises were held by the military 
cantonments of the order present in 
the city. 

Arriying in front of the theater the 
Patriarchs Militant stood in line with 
swords “present’’ while 300 umbrella- 
bearing Sovereign and State officers, 
delegates to the Sovereign Grand Lodge 
and to the Michigan Grand Lodge, 
filed past in pairs and entered. 

The proceedings opened with orches- 
tral music. On the stage were 
Sovereign Grand Sire and Grand Of- 
ficers and those who were to voice the 
welcomes. Greetings were extended 
by Col. O. A. Janes, chairman of ‘he 
General Local Committee; Mayor May- 
bury, for the city and State; Col. E. 
H. Sellers, Grand Master, represent- 
ing the Michigan Grand lodges; Robert 
Donovan, Grand Patriarch of the Mich- 
igan Grand Encampment; Brigadier C. 
S. Martin, Department Commander, of 
Michigan Patriarchs Militant, and by 
Mrs. Emma Haskin, president of the 
Rebekah Assembly. Gov. Pingree was 
unable to appear owing to illness, and 
Mayor Maybury welcomed the visit- 
ors on behalf of the city and State. 

Of Odd Fellowship, the Mayor said: 
“It was one of the first, if not the first 
society, to make men brothers and to 
make my neighbor the man who needs 
me and is deserving of my help.”” Hon. 
Alfred S. Pinkerton, Grand Sire, re- 
sponded to welcomes, after which the 
Sovereign Grand Lodge representa- 
tives proceeded to Harmonio : Hall, 
— the first business session was 
held. 

Grand Sire Pinkerton made his an- 
nual report to the Sovereign Grand 
Lodge. Mr. Pinkerton said: “The evi- 
dence of the work of the aggressive, 
progressive force of Odd Fellowship is 
a refutation of the false assertion that 
present citizens of the world are not 
as good as their fathers. Welcome 
every agency that lends a helping hand 
to those who need it. On December 31 
last, our subordinate lodge member- 
ship was 830,961 and the number of sis- 
ters enrolled in the Rebekah lodges 
numbered 190,007. These figures enable 
us for the first time honestly to claim 
fraternal affiliations with over a million 
persons.” 

Referring to the finances of the or- 
ganization, Mr. Pinkerton said: “The 
great source of our financial life is the 
income derived from the sale of sup- 
plies. It has never been our policy to 
accumulate money, nor has intentional 
extravagance been indulged in. Still, 
as a rule, our expenditures exceed our 
revenues and a continuance of such a 
condition can have but one result. I 
do not believe that biennial sessions of 
the Sovereign Grand Lodge or a fixed 
place of meeting will solve the prob- 
lem. The seeming remedy is a reduc- 
tion in the sum paid for mileage. 

The Grand Sire gave an epitome his- 
tory of the order and its growth, re- 
ferring to the relations existing be- 
tween the American order and those of 
foreign countries. He reported that 
the affairs of the diversely-situated 
and widely-separated brotherhood were 
generally in a prosperous condition. 
Appended to the report were reports 
on the conditions of the order in Eu- 
rope, Japan, Hawaii, South America, 
Alaska and Northwest Canada. 

Grand Secretary Grant’s report was 
very voluminous. The secretary re- 
ported encouraging increases for the 
year, in both subordinate and Rebekah 
branches, that of the former having 
been greater than in any year since 
1892. _A small decrease was reported 
in the encampment branch, much 
smaller, however, than in any other 
of several years past. 

“Another evidence of progress during 
the year,” said the secretary, “is found 
in the unusually long list of warrants 
issued.. In Hawaii, New Foundland, 
the Netherlands and Alaska, new char- 
ters have been asked for. Favorable 
reports are coming in from Cuba, and 
a new lodge is to be” instituted at 
Buenos Ayres. The number of foreign 
grand lodges is increased to 189. 

The secretary gave the following 
simmary of the condition of the order 
December 31, 1898: Sovereign grand 
lodges, 1; independent grand lodges, 5 
(Australia, Denmark, Germany, Swe- 
den and Switzerland;) subordinate 
grand lodges, 65; subordinate grand en- 
campments. 55; subordinate lodges, 11,- 
796: subordinate encampments, 2641; 
lodge members, 859,929; encampment 
members, 129.267; Rebekah lodges, 5071;

SERVANT-GIRL PROBLEM. 


Chinese Help.

CHICAGO, Sept. 18.—[Exclusive Dis- 
Patch.] The Pacific Coast may solve the 
servant girl famine for Chicago. So 
keenly is the shortage of girls being 
felt, that several of the employment 
agencies consulted recently over the 
feasibility of attempting to introduce 
Chinese from California for kitchen 
and general hotisework. As a feéler 
they agreed to offer Chinese servants 
to distracted matrons unable to get 
girls, and if the idea was well re- 
ceived, the Celestials were to be im- 
ported from the Coast. The result of 
the effort was so satisfactory that let- 
ters have been dispatched to San 
Francisco asking for a trial shipment 
of Chinamen. 

Servant girls from all over. the 
country are flocking to Chicago. Not- 
withstanding the influx and unusually 
high wages offered, the supply of girls 
for general housework is inadequate to 
meet the demand.

CHICKASAW MARRIAGES. 


Effort to Raise the Price of Licenses 
Causes a Sensation. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING NEPORT.] 

CHICAGO, Sept. 18.—A special to 
the Chronicle from Perry, Okla., says 
a telephone message from Tishomingo, 
I. T., states that the Chicksaw law- 
makers are at work in earnest and 
that something of a_ sensation was 
sprung in the House by the introduc-. 
tion of a bill proposing to raise the 
price of Chickasaw marriage licences 
from $50 to $1000. Such a bill was be- 
fore the Legislature last winter and 
was defeated, but the bill proposed to 
raise the license to $500 instead of 
$1000. 

On account of the Dawes commis- 
sion’s refusal to enroll intermarried 
citizens, unless married under the 
Chickasaw laws, many couples have 
secured Chickasaw licenses and have 
been remarried under the Chickasaw 
law, so that both husband and wife 
might be enrolled as citizens and en- 
titled to allotments instead of the citi- 
zen by blood only. So many marriages 
of this sort have been made within 
the past few weeks that some of the 
legislators will endeavor to raise the 
license to $1000, and cut off these in- 
termarried citizens not married under 
the Chickasaw law, from their share 
of the allotment of lands. 


GRANT ALLEN DYING. 


The Popular Author Has Been Alle 
ing for Six Months.

EXCLUSION OF CHINESE. 


China Proteste Against the Military 
Order of Gen. Ottis, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.—The im- 
perial Chinese government through its 
Minister here, Wu Ting Fang, has 
lodged with the State Department an 
emphatic protest against the military 
order of Gen. Otis excluding Chinese 

from the Philippines. 

The matter was promptly brought to 
the attention of the President, as the 
protest was of such a character as to 
give the subject an international as- 
pect, considerably beyond the purely 
military «questions involved. It is 
said that China points out that she 
has welcomed the recent advent of the 
United States into the affairs of the 
Far East and has hoped that this step 
would prove a further bond, and would 
extend the relations between the two 
countries, particularly in these neigh- 
boring possesessions, 

Furthermore, it is understood that 
among the specific points of protest 
submitted by the Chinese government 
is one to the effect that such an or- 
der is 2a departure from the announced 
purpose of the President of the United 
States to maintain the present status 
of affairs in the Philippines until Con- 


gress has determined a permanent 
condition. 
Gen. Otis’s order was issued some 


time ugo without direction from Wash- 
ington, and apparently as a military 
necessity. although the Chinese protest 


urges that there is no such nilitary 
necessity, but. on the contrary, that 
the Chinese have rendered valuable 


military assistance. 

Gen. Otis’s order is signed by himself 
as Military Governor of the Philip- 
pines, and by Brig.-Gen. Charles A. 
Whittaker. as cellector of customs, 
havine supervision of Chinese affairs. 
It says: “The laws of the United 
States which prohibit the entrance of 
Chinese will be enforced here.” 

Gen. Otis made a report to the War 
Department on April 1 last on the ex- 
ecution of the decree. He said that 
oniv Chinese in good health. who had 
previously resided in the Philippines 
were permitted to land at Manila, Cebu 
or Lioile—the only three open ports in 
the archipelago. He also explained the 
methods of registering, fees, ete. It is 
understan?d ‘that the Chinese govern- 
ment regards the outcome of this pro- 
test with much apprehension. It is 
pointed out that the Chinese have been 
lone established in the Philippines, and 
that a considerable branch’ of the in- 
dustry of the islands is conducted by 
them and that this complete termina- 
tion of a longr-establishet comm™mnnica- 
tion between China and the Philipvires

SUPERSEDURE OF SAMPSON. 


Navy Officials Say Dewey’s Arrival 
Makes it Impossible. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Sept. 18.—A special to 
the Herald from Washington says that 
according to officials more concern is 
being displayed by the newspapers over 
the possible supersedure of Admiral 
Sampson at New York by Admiral 
Howison than in naval circles. They 
say no such supersedure will take place 
because the Chicago will not reach 
New York in advance of Admiral 
Dewey. This confidence is not based 
on instructions given to Admiral Howl- 
son, but. rather upon their understand- 
ing of the matter. 

The Chicago's itinerary ordered her 
to remain at Barbadoes five days so 
that the vessel will not sail until Sep- 
tember 22, unless she should be hur- 
ried. Sailing on that date would per- 
mit her arrival at New York on the 
8th, but it is believed that Admiral 
Howison will proceed north leisurely 
and arrive at his destination early in 
October. Immediately upon the ar- 
rival of the ship, Admiral Howison is 
to be detached a ordered home to 
await retirement, and as this is 
last cruise, he will probably want to 
remain at sea as long as possible. Even 
admitting that Fe will arrive at New 
York on September 28, it is said that 
while he may be senior to Admiral 
Sampson, he will be junior to Admiral 
Dewey, who. will assume command 
of all the vessels within signal distance.

ERVATION FORBIDDEN. 


New Mexican Cattle Thieves Ab- 
normally Diligent Just Over 
the Territorial 
Line. 


Reported Sale of a Great Copper 
Deposit Near Clifton for 
an Even Million 
Dollars. 


Mexican Rurales Declared to Have 
Been in the Right in the 
Affair at Naco on the 
Border. 


SOLOMONVILLE (Ariz.,) Sept. 14.— 
[Regular Correspondence.] After Octo- 
ber 1, 1899, all travelers across the 
White Mountain Apache reservation, 
under a penalty of $1000 fine, must be 
provided with a passport, signed by an 
official of the Department of the Inte- 
roir, superintendent, agent or sub-agent 
of Indians affairs or by an officer of 
the United States army commanding 
the first military post on the frontier. 
The penalty is to work as well against 
all who shall overstay the time limit 


port shall indicate the object of travel, 
the route to be pursued, and the time 
the person is to remain. By October 1 
all horses and cattle on the reservation 
owned by persons who have not paid 
their grazing tax must be removed un- 
der penalty of entire loss. 

The new Apache Canal on the south 
side of the Gila River has been com- 
pleted, almost wholly by Apache labor. 
The canal, four miles in length, will 
carry enough water to irrigate 2000 
acres of good land lying below it.. The 
land is to be divided into sixteen-acre 
tracts, and is to be apportioned among 
the heads of families. The Indians ap- 
pear favorably ‘disposed toward the 


ea. 

At Morenci, Monday, Ramon Acosta, 
under the effects of jealousy and mes- 
cal mixed, took two shots with a re- 
volver at the object of his affections. 
The first bullet went wild, but the sec- 
ond grazed the top of the woman's 
head, though little to her injury. Just 
then Acosta was seized upon, later to 
be sent to the County Jail at Solomon- 
ville, charged with felony. 

Pasqual Riata, a Mexican miner, 30 
years old, was caught last Friday be- 
neath falling rock in a stope of the 
Rynerson mine at Morenci and crushed 
to death. 

A remarkable exhibition of feminine 
nerve has been furnished by the wife 
of Henry Dalton, a rancher, with home 
five miles south of Safford. While 
gathering green corn in the garden 
patch she stepped upon a rattlesnake. 
The plucky woman, instead of jumping 
back, possibly to her death, kept her 
foot pressed firmly down and shrieked 
for help. It was several minutes be- 
fore she was heard by her daughter, 
the only other person on the farm, and 
more time was taken by the girl in se- 
curing a garden hoe with which to 
decapitate the snake. The rattler 
measured over five feet in length. 

Tuesday night the Gila Valley was 
visited by one of the most severe 
storms known for years. The wind 
eame in a hurricane dust storm, fol- 
lowed by rain and hail. The Green 
residence at Coronado station was 
badly damaged and trees and telegraph 
poles went down by the score. The 
display of lightning was remarkable. 
One bolt struck near a wagon wherein 
were John Warden and family, knock- 
ing the horse down and stunning the 
passengers. For a day the trains on 
the Gila Valley, Globe and Northern 
Railway were abandoned, and stock 
trains were held up at Thomas. 

Cattle stealing is reported*to be ab- 


normally active on the headwaters of 
the Gila, just across the Arinoza line. 
One firm alone claims to have been 
robbed of $15,000 worth of stock since 
the first of the year, and is moving to, 
another range. A Southwestern New 
Mexico journal places itself on record | 
that “It is now high time this cattle 
stealing was stopped, if it has to be 


done by making,some one jump off the 
cross-bars of a telegraph“pole, wear- 


‘ing a hempen cravat.” 


Charles E. Shannon, formerly Inter- 
nal Revenue Collector, has gone to New. 
York, there, according to popular ru- 
mor, to transfer his mines at Metcalf 
to one of the great copper companies, at 
a price of even $1,000,000. The Shannon 
mines constitute the larger and richer 
part of Metcalf Hill, an almost solid 
deposit of low-grade copper ore of 
excessive baseness. Many believe it 
the largest deposit of copper ore in the 
Southwest. There are occasional seams 
of ore that run as high as 50 per 
cent. metal. Mr. Shannon has owned 
the mine for many years, developing 
only as ore was needed, and securing 
a comfortable income by leasing and 
by the sale of ore. 
ble railroad route to the mine Is al- 
ready occupied by the “baby-gauge” 
of the Arizona Copper Company, which 
owns a large number of claims around 
the Shannon property and works them 
by the leasing system. Sulphuretic to 
an extrordinary degree, the ores of 
Metcalf Hill are readily reduced by 
an elaborate leaching process installed 
by the Arizona Copper Company, at 
Clifton, twelve miles away. Ore run- 
ning as low as 3 per cent. copper is 
made to pay the company well. 

A final report has been made by the 
committee apointed to investigate the 
question of the pollution of the waters 
of the Gila by the discharge’ of the 
sulphuretic acid leaching works at 
Clifton. Backed by the reports of 
chemists, sustained by close observa- 
tion of vegetable growth where irri- 
gated by the water under suspicion, 
the committee reports that the works 
in no wise pollute the stream. 

A prospector on the San Carlos strip 
lately found a well-preserved Spanish 
flint-lock musket, inlaid with gold and 
silver, and bearing date of 1818.

THE NACO AFFAIR, 


Mexican Authorities Declared to 
Have Been in the Right. 
BISBEE (Ariz.,) Sept. 14.—[Regular 
Correspondence.] As a result of ‘the 
row Saturday afternoon, the Mexican 
authorities have massed a heavy force 
of Rurales near the international line, 
south of this point. The troops are 
under command of Lieut.-Col. Koster- 
litsky, of the Gendarmeria Fiscal. 
Though of tried friendliness toward 
Americans, he is a man who will not 
hesitate to take the most severe meas- 
ures to maintain the authority of the 
Mexican government. Bob’ Clayton, 
the cowboy shot by the Rurales, died 
in Bisbee Monday night. His funeral, 
Tuesday, was attended by fully fifty 
cowboys from the neighboring ranches 
and round-ups, who loudly swore they 
would revenge his death. The Coro- 
ner’s jury rendered a verdict “that 
death resulted from a gunshot wound 
in the abdomen inflicted by Mexican 
Rurales, while resisting arrest at their 
hands, and further that said wound 
was received while Clayton was on 

American soil.’”’ 

From the best evidence at 
Clayton was the cause of all the 
trouble. He was at Naco, just across 
the line, drinking in the groggeries of 
the place. He was approached by a 
Mexican constable and requested,to lay 
aside his revolver whilein town, a rule 
general in all the towns of Sonora. 
Clayton, in the vilest of language, re- 
fused to obey. Later he mounted his 
horse and proceeded to “take the town” 
in the way popular in Arizona twenty 
years ago. He transgressed too far 
when he stopped a wagon containing 
several Mexican officials. Several of 
the Rurales appeared and attempted 
to arrest the cowboy. He opened fire 
on them, they replying with rifles. 
Clayton retreated, firing as he went. 
He had passed thirty feet to the north 
of the international line when he re- 
ceived the fatal bullet. 

It is alleged that Clayton and his 
friends were trying to rescue James 
Herron from unjust’ imprisonment.

[RAILROAD RECORD.] 
SOME RATE CHANGES. 


Free Transportation May Be Abol- 
ished. 

The railroads have made some inter- 
esting changes*tn the freight rates on 
some goods, both east-bound and west- 
bound. The rate on cereals and their 
products remains at 55 cents per cental, 
but the area from which supplies may 
come at this rate is broadened so as to 
include most of the country along the 
west side of the Gulf of Mexico. 

Hogs from Texas in single-deck cars 
are $150 per car, and from Missouri 
‘River points $188.50. 

Salt is 75 cents per cental; wire $1.25, 
and wire fence 70 cents; vehicles are 
$2.20 and electric supplies $1.56; furni- 
ture is $1.0; lard $1.10, packing-house 
products are $1.70 from Chicago, $1.65 
River points, and 
$1.60 from Missouri River points. 

Going east canned goods are 75 cents, 
and dried fruit in boxes $1. These two 
rates are effective on September 28 and 
after. 

F. N. Kollock, district passenger and 
freight agent of the Union line, from 
Portiand, Or., is in the city. 

R. H. Campbell, general agent of the 
Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton road, 
is here from Dayton, O. 

The Gould lines are preparing to 
make it interesting for ‘‘Uncle Collis 
down in Texas.

Recently members of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission traveled 1000 
miles from eastern points to Chicago to 
hold the monthly meeting of the com- 
mission with the heads of departments 
in the large lines. The object of the 
meetings is to maintain a steady sys- 
tem of rates. But hardly one or two of 
the railway officials took the trouble 
to attend the meeting. Nothing was 
done.

Louis on October 10, when the subject 
of doing away with free transportation 
in all forms for next year will be dis- 
cussed. 


BLOOD-SPOTS IN THE HOUSE. 


Evidence Discovered Tending to 
Disprove Mootry’s Story. 

In addition to the chain of circum- 
stantial evidence heretofore brought 
out, which conflicts with the story told 
by Chartes T. Mootry concerning the 
death of his wife last Friday after- 
noon, Attorney H. H. Appel said yes- 
terday that he had discovered new 
facts in the case which make it appear 
very black for Mootry. 

Attorney Appel had been retained by 
Mrs. Mootry to bring divorce proceed- 
ings against her husband. Mrs. 
Mootry had given her attorney the 
and he had 
prepared the evidence for trial. On 
Friday morning the attorney made ap- 
plication to have the case set, and it 
was to have come up within a few 
days. Friday afternoon the woman met 
her death. 

There are two adjoining bedrooms in 
the house where the tragedy occurred, 
with a connecting door between; there 
is also a door from the second bedroom 


into the sitting-room, and another 
opening on the porch. 

Attorney Appel, in company with offi- 
cers, visited the premises on Sunday 
and made a thorough inspection. Yes- 
terday he said that they discovered in 
the rooms a trail of blood, which looks 
as though the woman was shot as she 
passed through the connecting bedroom 
door; that she ran to the rear porch, 
and then into the kitchen at the sink, 
where she was probably overtaken, the 
blood wiped from her face and her help- 
less form carried into the sitting-room, 
where her dead body was found by the 
doctor. 

On the day of his’ wife’s death, 
Mootry said that he had been absent in 
San Diego the four days previous, but 
as a matter of fact he was not out of 
Los Angeles. There are many glaring 
discrepancies in Mootry’s story, which 
he may have difficulty in attempting to 
explain when he appears in court. 

Officer Lehnhausen, who arrested 
Mootry early Saturday morning, yes- 
terday filed a complaint against him, 
charging him with the killing of his 
wife, and he will be arraigned in Jus- 
tice Morgan’s court today. 


CLARE’S SUCCESSOR. 


Many Names Mentioned for Head of 
New Haven Road. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Sept. 18.—A special to 
the Times from New Haven, Ct., says 
the matter of choosing a successor to 
President Clark of the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford road is now in the 
hands of the standing committee, con- 
sisting of President Clark, Vice-Presi- 
dent John Hall, William Rockefeller, J. 
Pierpont Morgan of New York; George 
J. Brush of New Haven; Henry C. 
Robinson of Hartford; Charles F. 
Choate of Boston and W. D. Bishop of 
Bridgeport. 

The appointment of a successor will 
be a satisfactory one to both President 
Clark and the New York interests. 
There is now no friction between what 
has been styled the Clark and the 
Vanderbilt party in the directorate, and 
there will be no difficulty, it is said, in 
choosing the man for the place. This 
may be the present vice-president of 
the road, Judge John Hall, or it may 
be General Manager Chamberlain or 
one of numerous railroad men, among 
whom are President C. S. Mellen of 
the Northern Pacific, who was at one 
time vice-president of the New Haven 
road, and would like to return as its 
president; President Lucius Tuttle of 
the Boston and Maine,“or a man more 
closely interested in the New York 
Central than either of these. 

A prominent stockholder of the road 
in this city is authority for the state- 
ment that Mr. Clark’s withdrawal 
means the absorption of the New 
Haven road by the Vanderbilt system, 
and that developments in the direc- 
torate in the near future will prove 
this beyond a doubt. 

Cornelius Vanderbilt owned upward 
of a million dollars of the stock of the 
road, and the repassing of this great 
interest into the Vanderbilt family 
means, it is said, a closer relation hbe- 
tween the Vanderbilt system and the 
New Haven property. However true 
this may be, it is certatn that interest- 
ing developments are looked to here in 
the immediate future by New Haven 
road stockholders, and sweeping 
changes in the make-up of the directors 
would not be a surprise to any one. 

It is believed here that the dav of 
New England control of the New 
Haven road will pass away with Mr. 
Clark’s retirement, and that that con- 
trol will certainly go to New York.

AT PRESENT. 


Advice of the City Attorney Desired 
Before Action is Taken—Protest 
Against Signboards—Petition for 
Franchise Referred.

cided. He therefore suggested that in- 
asmuch as the City Attorney had pri- 
vately advised Councilmen that action 
on the bonds be deferred until the suit 
had been settled, the message be re- 
ferred to the City Attorney.

Such houses as 
had been erected near where these 
boards have been placed, could not be 
rented for half what they would c9m- 
mand if the signs were lot there. He 
declared that it was not just that any 
person should be allowed to erect any- 
thing which would cause a financial 
ioss to other persons, an] asked that 
such ordinance be framed as would 
properly regulate the erection and 
maintenance of signboards. President 
Silver, in referring the matter to the 
City Attorney, stated that the Council 
is fully aware of the detriment to in- 
vestment that signboards are, and 
that the members had endeavored to 
check the evil, but that an ordinance 
which had been adopted had been de- 
clared void by the courts. ‘The City 
Attorney was directed to prepare an 
ordinance which would prevent such 
a condition of affairs as that of which 
the petitioner complained, and several 
members of the Council asserted that 
they would willingly support such a 
measure.

A BEACH TOWN FRACAS. 


JUDGE ORDERED THE JURY TO 
ACQUIT M. A. REMICK. 


DD. Thayer of Long Beach Tells 
How He Knocks Remick Down, 
Rams His Head in the Sand, and 
Then Sends Him to Jail for As- 
sault.

M. A. Remick of Long Beach was 
on trial in Department One vesterday, 
charged with assault with a deadly 
weapon. The complaining witness was 
D. P. Thayer, also a resident of the 
beach town, Both men were em- 
ployés of the Long Beach Develop- 
ment Company, Thayer as rent col- 
lector and Remick as a camp superin- 
tendent. 

Trouble and spoiled blood have been 
& mutual possession of the men for 
some time past, but hostilities broke 
forth in a vehement way on August 
10. The development company decided 
to discharge Remick and Thayer was 
delegated to break the news to him. 
This was provocation for, a fracas. 
When Thayer rode up in his buggy and 
delivered his message, Remick let fly 
some vulgar epithet at Thayer, and 
told him if he didn’t go away at once, 
he would do some terrible things to 
the rent collector. 

Thayer then climbed out of his buggy, 
hitched the horse, and hold Remick 
to do quickly whatever he had to do. 
Meanwhile, Remick had withdrawn to 
his tent, and Thayer to defend him- 
self and ‘‘do his duty,” as he testified, 
chased after him. Remick i8 an old 
man who, on account of vein troubles, 
is lame and so weak he can scarcely 
walk; Thayer is middle-aged and a 
man of robust health and great vigor. 

Remick came out of his tent armed 
with a broom, whereupon Thayer 
promptly knocked him down, pushed 
his head into the sand.and kicked him 
on the shoulder, demanding that the 
old man drop the broom. As soon as 
Remick could regain his feet, he rushed 
into the tent and secured an ax. With 
this he sallied forth after Thayer, who 
kad withdrawn within thirty feet. of 
the tent.

If the principle were to be admitted 
that a United States Senator may be 
appointed by the Governor of a State, 
in case of the failure of the Legisla- 
ture to discharge its constitutional 
duty of election, it would be easy for 
political tricksters to prevent lan elec- 
tion by .the Legislature, at their pleas- 
ure, and thus to throw the selection of 
the Senator into the hands of the Gov- 
ernor. It is needless to point out how 
easily this arrangement might be made 
the vehicle of unmitigated fraud and 
corruption. If Mr. Quay can persuade 
a majority of the Legislature of Penn- 
sylvania to to the United 
States Senate, well and good. If not, 
he will never again enjoy the honor of

The San Francisco Argonaut is mak-

That this is quite true 
admits of no dispute. Both the eastern 
and western metropolii are being de- 
bauched morally and intellectually by 
their newspapers of the yellow kind— 
not by the Sunday newspaper alone, 
but by that same newspaper whether 
it comes out on a week day or upon 
the holy Sabbath. We are told that 
the people get the kind of newspaper 
they demand. This is not so. They get 
the kind of newspaper that is forced 
upon them by low-minded, conscience- 
less panderers to the vicious and the 
depraved, and it is to the making of 
more vices and greater depravity that 
sheets of the yellow variety tend. If 
San Francisco and New York are the 
worst cities in America, it is because 
they have the most vicious and low- 
toned newspapers in America, and 
when one sees the vile sheets that ema- 
nate from the presses of these two 
cities he is not surprised that wan- 
tonness runs riot and that intelligence 
is on a low plane. 

So long as millionaire publishers have 
long purses and are short in the virtues 
that adorn life, we may expect no im- 
provement in the general intelligence of 
the people among whom they circulate 
their’ rancous and uproarious publica- 
tions. Having ‘acquired the habit 
of screeching and of rioting in dia- 
bolism, newspapers of the _ yellow 
kind find it next to impossible to 
get back to the calm level’of sanity. 
Born of the fever of freakism, they be- 
get that characteristic in their readers, 
and so long as these sheets are con- 
trolled by men of foul minds and low 
instincts we need not expect to see any 
uplift in the character of the communi- 
ties in which they are sown broadcast 
every morning. : 

The seeming effort of the Argonaut 
to make it appear that because a 
newspaper is printed on Sunday it must | 
necessarily be yellow, is not founded 
upon reason. The Sunday newspaper 
of the right sort is uplifting, ennobling 
and exalting to its readers. It carries 
information and intelligence to those 
who cannot be reached from the pulpits 
nor enlightened by attrition. It has its 
place in the world, and the sane news- 
paper fills that place with entire credit 
to itself and with benefit and profit to 
those who con its pages. The decent 
and respectable Sunday newspaper 
lights the dark places and brings en- 
tertainment to the lonely, and while 
there are bad Sunday newspapers, just 
as there are bad men in the world, it 
has come to stay; at the same time if 
Some great power could wipe out of ex- 
istence the sheets that are yellow and 
vile, the profession of journalism would 
be exalted and the people would be 
made better.

Philippine Legends. 

[New York Commercial Advertiser: ] 
If a malevolent foreigner, hating Amer- 
ican liberty and envious of its pal- 
ladium, the freedom of the press, 
sought justification, not merely of the 
feeble and spasmodic amateur censor- 
ship that provoked ink-shedding revolt 
at Manila, but of the frank and sol- 
dierly suppression of all but veracious 
narrative of accomplished facts that 
contributed so much to the scientific 
precision and professional success of 
Gen. Kitchener's campaign, he would 
find great encouragement in the subse- 
quent history of the most precious bits 
of news that escaped the vigilance of 
Gen. Otis’s censor. 

That which- has created most excite- 
ment at home and provoked the most 
elaborate arraignment of military pol- 
icy and the most energetic attack on 
the political programme of the admin- 
istration was the report that this or 
that military or naval officer, serving 
in the Philippines, had expressed this 
or that opinion, favorable to the in- 
surgents, unfavorable to Gen. Otis, or 
in relation to the methods of the cam- 
paign, the treatment of the natives, the 
magnitude of the military task or the 
adequacy of the means at hand. The 
sober acceptance of these fugitive re- 
ports, never guaranteed or verified by 
any of the formalities common in the 
most ordinary business intercourse, is 
a curious demonstration of eclectic hu- 
man credulity. Persons that doubted 
formal official reports, whose falsifica- 
tion would involve personal dishonor 
and risk loss of commission, seemed to 
swallow without question every news- 
paper story that Lawton had made this 
statement, Funston had expressed that 
opinion, or that Dewey entertained the 
other belief. No one seemed to ask 
where, when or to whom these things 
were said; no one took the ordinary 
precautions of verification one would 
use if told that his neighbor had said 
some extraordinary thing. They were 
not written statements verified by sig- 
nature; they were not oral statements 
verified by the written statement of 
the bearer. They were mere anony- 
mous reports that certain things had 
been said by some military or naval 
officer, not even to the writer of the 
report, but to some person unknown or 
not named. 

In this form these legends of the 
campaign in the Philippines went 
broadcast over the country, playing a 
larger part in the history of contem- 
porary public opinion than _ verified 
statements made over their own names 
by officers speaking on personal and 
official responsibility. Most of them 
have been denied at last, though the 
officers were too remote to know for a 
long time what liberties had been taken 
with their names. Funston came back 
and made declarations in person 
widely different from those put in his 
mouth by men that never talked with 
him; Dewev has refused contemptu- 
ously to discuss alleged interviews 
with him. and now Lawton denies any 
and all newspaper interviews reflect- 
ing on his commander, past or to come. 
It is a small matter that certain news- 
papers have stultified themselves by 
taking these legends seriously. It Is a 
larger matter that they Rave made 
fools of some part of the American 
people. This is mischief a censorship 


like Kitchener's would have prevented.

| The Playhouses,

There 
are details of the story not necessary to 
recount here, it being quite sufficient to 
Say the tale is not improbable and that 
it is most gracefully told by this actor 
of fine spirit and splendid intelligence. 
Although. Mr. Morris has presented 
numerous characters to us with rare 
skill and subtlety, it is not too much 
to say that his vagabond of last night 
will live longer in the memory of his 
auditors than any that have preceded. 
Mr. Morris was charmingly supported 
in the tearful little play last evening 
by Mary Townley and Foster Lardner. 
Those who enjoy the sort of playing 
that touches the heart and suffuses the 
eyes should not fail to witness mr. Mor- 
ris and his company in “The  Vaga- 
bond” this week. 

Among the new features on the pro- 
gramme are Arnold Grazer and Hazel 
Callahan, who do a succession of mir- 
ror dances, a la Papinta, as well as the 
inevitable cake walk, to which is added 
some clever toe dancing by Master 
Grazer; Montrell, an exceedingly deft 
juggler, but presenting a succession of 
feats in that line that are but repeti- 
tions of the same feats by earlier ar- 
rivals; White and Harris, a conven- 
tional vaudeville song-and dance team, 
whose “‘turn” appeals to the gods in 
upper altitudes and a succession of 
views in the biograph, comprising 
“Why Mrs. Murphy Takes Her Meals 
Standing,’ “High Hurdle Jumping,’’ 
“The Emperor and Empress of Ger- 
many,” ‘Yale ’Varsity Crew of 1899,’’ 
“The Babies’ Quarrel,’ “Distributing a 
War Extra,’ “Sixty-ninth Regiment 
Dress Parade,” “‘Behirid the Firing 
Line,” “In the Trenches,” South 
Wales Express;’’ Apollo the king of 
the taut wire, and the Mouliere sisters 
in their dexterous twirlings on the 
horizontal bars, continue among the 
features that hold over. The same bill 
throughout the week as 
usual. 


MOROSCO’'S BURBANK. Melodrama, 
gory and more or less ghastly, holds 
the stage at the Burbank this week. 
"The Fatal Card” has in it a sort of 
blood-and-thunder)suggestiveness, and 
the title of the piéce does not wholly 
belie its character. C. Haddon Cham- 
bers and B. C. Stephenson are jointly 
responsible for the disturbance, in the 
abstract, and the Frawley aggregation, 
in collusion with Manager Morosco, are 
responsible for it in the concrete. 

A synopsis of the play has already 
been given in these columns. It has a 
strong and undeniably ingenious plot. 
Its story is worked out with consider- 
able cleverness, and some of its scenes 
are instinct with dramatic intensity. 
This is notably the case in the murder 
scene of the second act, where the mur- 
derers find themselves alone with the 
body of their victim, and realize, with 
sudden insight, the possible conse- 
quences of their act. There are other 
tense situations and thrilling scenes in 
the play, which is by no means given 
over entirely to melodramatic exag- 
geration, but moves, for the most part, 
along rational lines to an intelligent 
and logical conclusion. All in all, “The 
Fatal Card,” though florid in style, is@ 
a drama of decided strength’and of 
more than ordinary interest, though 
nobody has been able to discover, up to 
the present writing, why or wherein 
the card is fatal. 

The character of George Forrester 
(afterward Marrable,) as portrayed by 
Harrington Reynolds, is easily the lead- 
ing pesonality, around which the prin- 
cipal interest of the play centers. Mr. 
Reynolds plays this role with such 
dignity and repose, and carries the 
sympathies of his audience in spite of 
the despicable nature of the character 
portrayed. Marrable is not wholly bad. 
The good is always contending in his 
nature for mastery over the evil, and 
Mr. Reynolds manages, through the 
medium of excellent art, to convey the 
impression that under more propitious 
circumstances he (Marrable) might 
and would have been a man of high 
and noble purposes, instead of an out- 
law. The strength and virility of Mr. 
Reynolds’s portrayal goes far toward 
raising the whole performance to a 
higher plane of art than that of melo- 
drama. It is worthy of a better set- 
ting than that given it by the sub- 
sidiary rodles. 

Mr. Frawley succeeds in extracting a 
considerable amount of fun from the 
rather unpropitious role of Harry Bur- 
gess. The bathing scene in the third 
act is amusing, but a trifle “shady,” 
and might with advantage be toned 
down a bit. Francis Byrne works hard 
to give the role of Gerald Austin its 
proper form and color, and though 
somewhat crude, his work is fairly sat- 
isfactory. Wallace Shaw gives distinct 
and strong individuality to the char- 
acter of Jim Dixon, and George Gaston 
presents a well-defined and harmoni- 
ous interpretation of the role of A. K, 
Austin. 

Mary Van Buren makes the most of 
a character that hasn’t much in it at 
best, as Mercedes, or Mrs. Arlington. 
Irene Everett is pleasing as Marga- 
ret Marrable, and Pearl Landers is 
charming to the limit of her ovportu- 
nities in the rather inane role of Cecile 
Austin. Mrs. Bates is thoroughly good, 
of course, as Miss Penelope Austin. a 
character which must needs have ju- 
dicious treatment to make it effective. 
“The Fatal Card’ will run all the 
week, with the usual Saturday matinée. 


Public Schools Open.

Uintah Indian Trouble. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.—The only 
confirmation received by the Interior 
Department of the trouble with the 
Uintah Indians on the Colorado bor- 
der, comes in a telegram to the Secsrea 
tary from Gov. Thomas of that State. 
He merely says that the Indians are 
reported by the game warden to be 
crossing the State line from their 
reservation in Utah, and that trouble 
is apprehended. The department ac- 
cepts the press reports that some of 
the Indians have left their reserva- 
tion and gone on a hunting exnpedi- 
tion.

-In all the range of despicable sin 
known to erring human nature, no act 
is so truly vile and wholly barbarous 
as that of a wretched father and mother 
in Riverside, who deliberately deserted 


“* four helpless children, abando ing them 


to starvation, or the chance of some 
Stranger heart being touched for their 
suffering, and came to this city, and es- 
tablished themselves here. These brutal 
parents advanced as a cause for their 
act that “it is impossible for us to 
feed them.”” And there are not wanting 
degenerate hearts among us who will 
point to this aggravating case of heart- 
less cruelty and cry: “Give this man 
work!” Such rascals will not work. 
The real fundamental error in the law 
in such a case is that such human cat- 
the are permitted to reproduce them- 
selves. “‘Desertion” is a felony in this 
State, and it is to be hoped there will 
be no “law's delays’ in this case. 


One of the most striking proofs pos- 
sible of the truth of the trite saw: “It’s 
an ill wind that blows nobody good,” 
is found in the case of the embalmed 
beef scandal which nearly disrupted the 
War Department and was used to 
smirch the good name of the command- 
ing general of the army. This case, 
with all its bitterness, bade fair to 
render embalmed beef forever odius to 
Americans, but now comes a remark- 
ble cattle-stealing case in the remark- 
able city of Stockton, wherein some 
of the stolen beef was embalmed and 
forwarded to Martinez as evidence 
against the thieves. It may be paren- 
thetically stated here that there is a 
wide and growing field for the embalm- 
er of beef in this city, as, with present 
prices ordinary people must forego its 
use and dealers must resort to some 
means to “keep” it. The times are 
ripe for some genius to arise and steal 
a cattle baron or two and thereby com- 


pass the lasting gratitude of the Amer- 
ican people. 


They do an occasional good thing even 
in San José, as witness the Associated 
Charities day entertainment on Satur- 
day last, when every good man and 
woman in the city felt he or she was a 
special committee of one to get funds 
for this noble object. There was neither 
sect, or creed or color, or distinction 
of any sort—only a desire to help a 
deserving charity, and they spent a 
whole day and evening at the good 
work.

“Anderson Guards.’’ 


LOS ANGELES, Sept. 11, 1899.—[To 
the Editor of The Times:] In the fall 
of 1861 a company of cavalry was raised 
in Philadelphia, Pa., of select and intel- 
ligent young men, as a body guard to 
Gen. Anderson of Fort Sumter fame. 
Subsequently they served as body 
guard to Maj.-Gen. D. C. Buell, com- 
manding the Department of the Ohio. 
The faithful and efficient services ren- 
dered by this: company were so well 
appreciated by Gen. Buell that he asked 
permission to have three additional 
companies recruited of like men, and 
same to be officered from the old troop 
of his headquarters on his selection. 
The request was granted. A recruiting 
party was detailed from the company, 
proceeded to Philadelphia, and opened 
Their success was unprece- 


recruits raised in the neighborhood of 
$20,000 toward defraying the expenses 
of their horses and equipments. But 
before they reached the field of opera- 
tions, Gen. Buell had been relieved and 
Gen. Rosecrans commanded the army, 
and the ‘“‘Anderson Guard’ was desig- 
nated as the Fifteenth Pennsylvania 
Cavalry. To this the men objected, 
saying they enlisted to do escort and 
guard duty at headquarters; that their 
company officers were not all ap- 
pointed; that their companies were not 
properly organized, drilled and 
equipped, and asked to be mustered 
out. Their request was refused. The 
result was a mutiny. On December 27, 
1862, the regiment was ordered to en- 
gage the enemy at Murfreesborough, 
Tenn., but the men were angry and re- 
fused to obey orders. A. G. Rosengar- 
ten, senior major, rode to the front and 
asked for volunteers willing to be led 
into the fight. Four hundred and sixty- 
eight officers and men responded to the 
call, and were led by the gallant Maj. 
Rosengarten. In special field order No. 
6, Headquarters Department of the 
Cumberland, Murfreesborough, Tenn., 
wr 9, 1863, paragraph 18, it was 


“The general commanding announces 
his high satisfaction. with those brave 
and determined men of the Anderson 
Guards, who promptly marched under 
the gallant Maj. Rosengarten in his ad- 
vance on Murfreesborough. These 
young soldiers and their brave com- 
manders vied with our most veteran 
cavalry in their steadiness under fire 
and the intrepidity of their advance on 
the enemy, and nobly sustained the 
honor already won by the Seventh 
Pennsylvania Cavalry for the Keystone 
State. While he deplores the garly death 
of brave young Maj. Rosengarten, the 
sorrow he feels at his loss is mingled 
with a soldier’s pride to know that he 
fell like a hero and for the sacred 
cause of nationality.” . . . The or- 
der bore the signature of C. Goddard 
chief of staff.

The “Humanity”? of Vivisection. 


LOS ANGELES, Sept. 18, 1899. [To 
the. Editor of The Times.] No doubt 
your gentle correspondent, “Humanity,” 
has not given the subject of ‘Vivisec- 
tion” very serious thought, or else she 
could not have written in the strain 
she has. 

‘That vivisection is brutal, if prac- 
ticed as your correspondent has pre- 
sented, there can be no doubt, but is it 
not wiser to think of what a boon to 
humanity this*same brutality (?) is or 
will ultimately be? : 

If our practitioners were to “try” 
their experiments on humans without 
knowing what the result would be on 
the organism, would not that be more 
brutal and criminal than first ascertain- 
ing the result by practice on a dumb 
creature that has been deprived of the 
sense of feeling.

Los Angeles Farming and Milling Company’s and W. H.

Lumber and Mill Company’s Valuable Properties 
Destroyed by Fierce Flames. 


Three of the Lumber Company’s Employees Badly Burned, One of Them 
‘Fatally—Missing Foréman Supposed to Have Perished in the 
Biaze—Spectators Injured by Collapse of a Porch. 
City’s Greatest Conflagration. 


Fire which originated in tne engine- 
room of the W. H. Perry Lumber and 
Mill Company yesterday afternoon 
swept clear of buildings almost the «n-

The first sign of danger was ob- 
served by George J. McClean, a car- 
penter, employed in the room over the 
engine-room., A few minutes before 
1:30 o'clock, McClean noticed that the 


air in the workroom was_ slightly 
colored with smoke. His first impres- 
sion Was that some of the belting 


coming in contact with woodwork had 
caused sufficient friction to make the 
wood smoke. He started to investigate 
and was horror-struck to see a tongue 
of flame shooting through tly flvor. 
He shou.ced fire and ran with his ut- 
most speed to the nearest fire alarm 
box at the corner of Commercial and 
Wilmington streets. After turning in 
an alarm, he ran back to the planing 
mill to get his tools and to assist in 
fighting the fire. 

In the few moments McClean was 
gone the fiame had made such head- 
way that he made his way with 4if- 
ficulty to the room where he had left 
his tools. He found the room ervel- 
oped in flames, which pressed him so

WORK OF THE FIREMEN. 

It was exactly 1:30 o'clock when the 
first alarm was turned in by George 
MeClean from box No. 64. Chief Moore 
was in engine-house No. 8 when the 
alarm Was sounded. He _ started at 
orce for the scene of the conflagration, 
as did all the engine companies in the 
district. When the Chief got to Hill 
and First streets he could already see 
the column of flame and smoke. Judg- 


ing by the locality he knew that the 
department had no small job before it.

Meantime 
Assistant Chief Smith, who was at the 
corporation corral, in East Los Angeles, 
when the alarm was.struck, was also 
seurrying to the scene of the fire. He 
was handicapped by a poulticed hand 
as the result of a burn received at a 
fire several days ago, but did valiant 
service in helping to wage the battle 
with the destroying element. 

When Chief Moore arrived on the 
ground he saw that the force of fire- 
fichters responding to the first call was 
insufficient to cope with a fire of such 
dimensions. He immediately rang for 
the extras and followed it five minutes 
later with a general alarm, which 
brought all the engines in the city to 
the scene. Only ten minutes elapsed 
between the first alarm and the gen- 
eral alarm. Meantime several other 
alarms had been turned in from va- 
rious boxes, as well as by telephone. 
The successive alarms brought out 
vast crowds of peopla, who hastened in 
the direction of the fire to watch its 
progress. The streets in the vicinity 
soon became greatly congested, and the 
police had difficulty In keeping crowds 
back out of the reach of danger and 
out of the way of the firemen. Sergts. 
Morton and Smith, with all the men 
available, had charge of the police reg- 
ulations. Capt. Roberts was also on 
hand and personally assisted in hand- 
line the crowds. 

The firemen were greatly handi- 
capped by the meager water supply. 
Most of the water pipes in the vicinity 
were laid thirty vears ago, and the

Although it was difficult to obtain 
accurate estimates last night. the 
concensus of opinion seemed to be that

000 to $300,000. Fire Chief Moore 
thought $200,000. a conservative esti-

The conflagration was the most ex- 


pensive, not to say the most dis- 
astrous, the city has ever experienced. 
Owing to the inflammable character 
of the material the flames had to 
feed upon, the fire from the moment 
of its inception spread with lightnine- 
like rapidity. A brisk breeze which 
sprang up about the same time the 
fire began assisted in the work of de- 
struction. The wind at the start was

ORIGIN OF THE FIRE. 

As to the origin of the fire, all ac- 
counts agree that a spark from the 
furnace in the engine-room of the 
planing-mill did the mischief. The

The hose burst 
frequently and caused the firemen 
much inconvenience. 

As the lumber yard and milling prop- 
erty were doomed before the firemen 
arrived, their chief attention was di- 
rected toward saving adjacent prop- 
érty. The buildings on the east side of 
Alameda street, especially, were 
threatened, and it required hard work 
to save them. The heat thrown out by 
the burning grain was intense, and it 
was almost impossible for any one to 
get within a hundred feet of it. The 
heroic firemen, however, took up a 
stand in Alameda street and played 
streams of water on the Merchants’ 
Storage Warehouse, the old Cook & 
Langley building, and other threatened 
buildings, with good effect. All the

ESTIMIATED LOSSES. 


Figures Given By the Losers Foot 
Up 8265,000, Partly Insured. 

The most reliable estimates, obtain- 
able last night, of the loss caused by 
yesterday’s fire, place the amount at 
$265,000. More than half of. this sum 
is covered by insurance. Accurate 
figures could not be obtained, as the 
books of both the Los Angeles Farm- 
ing and Milling Company and _ the 
W. H. Perry Lumber and Mill Com- 
pany, the heaviest losers, were locked 
up in fire-proof vaults among the 
ruins: It will be several days before 
the débris can be cleared and the 
vaults become sufficiently cool so that 
they can be opened without danger to 
the contents. 
The Los Angeles Farming and Mill- 
ing Company, in which I. N. Van 
Nuys and J. B. Lankershim of this 
city are chiefly interested, suffered 
the heaviest loss. Gilbert Gay, the 
cashier of the company, places the to- 
tal loss et about $200,000. There were 
fifteen grain bins in the big elevator 
and nearly all of them were filled with 
wheat. Approximately 25,000 sacks of 
wheat were burned over by fire or 
deluged with water. While it is hoped 
that some of it can be saved for feed 
purposes or for fermentation, a large 
part will prove a total loss. Mr. Gay 
estimates the damage to the wheat 


alone at $43,750. The flour mill that 
formed part of the plant contained 
some very good machinery, and its 


destruction means a loss of approxi- 
mately $60,000. About one hundred 
and seventy-five tons of hay. were 
stored itn the warehouse on Requena 


street, valued at $3500. This will 
prove a total loss. In building the 
grain elevator about 300,000 feet of 


rough lumber was used, and at a con- 
servative estimate this was worth 
$6600. 

Beside the large amount of wheat 
that was stored in sacks and in the 
grain bins, large quantities of barley, 


corn and bran were stored in the 
warehouse, and this is a_ total loss. 
Some flour was also on hand, but the 
greater part of it was kept in the 


and Requena streets, which did not 
burn. The loss to the big five-story 
mill and to the other warehouses, all 
of which were gutted by the fire, wi!) 
amount in the aggregate to about $86,- 
000. These figures foot up $199,850, or 
practically $200,000. 

The Farming and Milling Company 
was insured, according to the state- 
ment of Mr. Gay, for about $100,000, 
the Aetna Fire Insurance Company 
and the Pennsylvania Fire Insurance 
Company being the heaviest insurers. 
The Connecticut Fire Insurance Com- 
pany and several other insurance con- 
cerns have given policies for various 
small amounts. 

W. A. Morgan, secretary of the 
W. H. Perry Lumber and Mill Com- 
pany, places the loss of his firm at 
$55,000. The lumber yard of the com- 
pany ran from Requena to Com- 
mercial street, a distance of 450 feet, 
and all the space not taken up by the 
buildings was covered with surface

Diligent effort on the part of rela- 
tives and friends failed to locate the 
missing man and at midnight search 
was abandoned until morning. Mr- 
Cunningham was a man of sterling 
character and his family and fellow- 
workmen are satisfied that, if alive, he 
would have made his whereabouts 
known. 

The missing man, who was a wid- 
ower, lived at No. 1537 Bridge street, 
with a grown son and daughter. Resi- 
dents in that vicinity manifested great 
concern at his disappearance and were 
earnest in their search for the man, 
dead or alive. The proprietors of the 
mill have arranged to commence search 
for the body in the ruins at daylight 
today. 


OLD LANDMARKS. 


Burned Buildings Were not Without 
Historic Interest. 


The flour mill of the Los Angeles 
Farming and Milling Company was the 
third institution of the kind in Los An- 
geles, it having been built by Messrs. 
Lankershim and Van Nuys about 
twenty-three years ago. The first insti- 
tution of the kind was the old Stearns 
mill on San Fernando street, built 
about thirty-five years ago, the bricks 
for which, it is said, were brought 
from Boston. Stearns then built the 
Aliso-street mill, and afterward dis- 
posed of the San Fernando-street prop- 
erty to Deming, since which time it 
has been known as the Capitol Mills. 

Having immense grain crops in the 


San Fernando Valley, Messrs. Lanker- 


shim and Van Nuys built the mill 
which was destroyed yesterday. The 
great smokestack, which still stands 
intact, was designed and built by 
Architect Octavius Morgan twenty-two 
years ago. 

The grain warehouse fronting on 
Alameda street was the original South- 
ern Pacific depot in this city. It was 
vacated by the railroad company about 
1877, when the San Fernando-street 
depot, now called River Station, was 
made the principal denot. 

The W. H. Perry Lumber and Mill 
Company is the oldest lumber company 
in Los Angeles, W. H. Perry, its pres- 
ident, having embarked in the business 
about forty-two years ago. He erected 
the first planing mill in Los Angeles. 

Both the milling and lumber com- 
panies will probably rebuild on the old 
sites in the near future. 


SMOLDERING RUINS, 


Evening Visitors at the Scene of 
Yesterday’s Conflagration. 

A burning mass of baled hay, smold- 
ering heaps of grain and scattered piles 
of charred lumber remained last even- 
ing at the scene of the Perry Lumber 
Company fire. Crowds lined the streets 
on all sides of the burned district, 
and a number of carpenters who had 
been employed in the mill searched the 
ruins for tools which they had left 
behind in their hasty flight from the 
building. 

Chief Moore of the fire department 
directed the movements of the three 
companies on duty up to 10 o’clock, 
when he dismissed one crew and went 
home for rest. At 9 oclock a luneh 
of coffee and sandwiches was distrib- 
uted to the twenty firemen ‘then at 


street, where stimulants, cold) water 
and vigorous fanning soon revived him. 

When the fire was at its height, traf- 
fic was suspended ‘on the Southern 
Pacific tracks between the Arcade 
Depot and River Station. The heat 
made it impossible for trains to pass 
through Alameda. street, opposite the 
burning buildings. Besides, the tracks 
were obstructed with lines of hose and 
firemen in the discharge of their 
duties. By 3 o'clock the temperature 
was sufliciently lowered to permit 
trains to pass. The hose lines were 
then bridged and trains which had 
been held were allowed to pass. 

In the tower of the flour mill hun- 
dreds of pigeons had their home. When 
the mill took fire and the flames 
leaped to the tower, the birds took 
to the wing, but devotion to their un- 
fledged young evidently was the cause 
of their failure to fly out of harm's 
way. Instead of seeking safety they 
circled round and round through the 
columns of smoke and hot air until 
hundreds of them were overcome and 
dropped down into the flames. Many 
darted away, their feathers ablaze, and 
dropped dead in the vicinity. 

The old Strasbourg house, at the 
northeast corner of Ducommun and 
Alameda streets, should be rechristened 
the Salamander.

structure, dry as tinder, and repeat- 
edly took fire from the burning flour 
mill opposite, but by dint of hard 
‘work by the firemen, it was saved. 
Part of the building is occupied by 
negroes, who were wildly excited over 
the conflagration. Once when the roof 
became ablaze from a falling cinder, 
a venturesome darky climbed out and 
tried to extinguish the blaze with a 
pitcher of water. He was not suc- 
cessful, but a chemical engine finished 
the job. While the flames were “‘oar- 
ing and crackling all about, and the 
window glass was being splintered by 
the intense heat, the barkeeper in the 
Strasbourg saloon stood heroically at 
his post and dispensed beer to the 
thirsty multitude at 5 cents per 
schooner. 

All the drinking places in the vicinity 
of the fire did a good business while it 
lasted. The heat and smoke was very 
provocative of thirst, and the multi- 
tude fairly surged about the bars to 
get a refreshing draught. Beer was the 
beverage most in demand, but those 
who needed it most, the perspiring fire- 
men and hard-worked police, got the 
least of it. They did not have time to 
stop to drink, besides, the rules forbid 
drinking on duty.

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‘THE CARTER CASE. 


History of This Famous Trial by 
Court-martial. 


[Chicago Times-Herald:] Of all 
the -scandals concerning the honor 
and integrity of the army none 


has been so serious as that affecting 
the reputation of Capt. Oberlin M- Car- 
ter, late government engineer in charge 
of the works at Savannah, Ga. 

In the winter of 1898 it was whispered 
that extensive frauds had been com- 
mitted in connection with the govern- 
ment work in Savannah Harbor. Capt. 
Carter had been in charge of this 
work for a number of years, and it 
was his successor, Capt. Cassius E. 
Gillette, who first intimated that the 
work at Savannah was suspicious. Fol- 
lowing an investigation by Col. Gilles- 
pie, Maj. Raymond and Maj. Adams, of 
the engineer corps, of the Savannah 
work, the following charges were form- 


pulated against Capt. Carter, then mil- 


itary attaché to the American Embassy 
at London: 

(1.) That Capt. Carter conspired with 
the Atlantic Contracting Company and 
divers persons to defraud the United 
States, and to obtain allowance of 
fraudulent claims amounting to $2,509,- 
000, and that he advertised for propo- 
sals for contracts for work in Georgia 
so that the contracting company and 
the person named were enabled to 
secure the contracts. 

(2.) That in pursuance of the con- 
spiracy Capt. Carter received, accepted 
and paid for work inferior to that con- 
tracted for. 

(3.) That in submitting estimates he 
reported that new soundings had been 
made, when such was not the fact. 

(4.) That he fraudulently indorsed a 
false pay roll. 

(5.) That he, with others, devised 
to defraud the city of Savannah of 
large sums of money, and compelled 
it to sell valuable rock owned by it 
under unfavorable circumstances, so 
that the Atlantic Contracting Com- 
pany and others might cheaply buy 
the rock. 

(6.) That in an indorsement referring 
to the purchase of lands on Hutchin- 
8on Island, near the city, he made a 
false statement. 

(7.) That he swore falsely in giving 
testimony before a jury regarding de- 
livery of rock. 

(8.) That he has failed to account 
for ‘$182 he exacted from one Alfred 
Hirt, who delayed returning a gov- 
ernment diving outfit. 

(9.) That he caused a telegram to be 
sent to the Secretary of War in May, 
1896, which purported to come from 
Savannah, when Capt. Carter was in 
New York. 

(10.) Embezzlement. The specifica- 
tions in this charge cover certain items 
in the first three charges.

PACKED TRIBUNAL CHARGED. 
The proceedings of the court-mar- 
tial were no sooner begun than inti- 
mations were heard that through the 
operations of a hostile clique in the 
Engineering Corps of the army the 
court had been packed against Car- 
ter and that he was to be condemned 
to a certainty. On the other hand, it 
was charged by Carter’s enemies that 
political influence and wealth were 
being used to secure his escape from 
punishment. However this may be, 
he was tried, found guilty in May, 
1898, and the findings of the court 
sent to the President, in whose hands 
they have been ever since. The Car- 
ter advocates hope that the outcome 
of the case will be a new trial. His 
opponents pray for his sentence to the 
penitentiary and dismissal from the 


Capt. Carter was born at Patriot, O., 
July 11, 1856. He is now 43 years old 
and one of the most brilliant men in 
the army. He was 20 years old when 
President Hayes appointed him a 
cadet at West Point, and he rewarded 
the President for his action by being 
at the head of his class each of the 
four years he was at the Academy. 
It is said by even those now most bit- 
ter against him that no student ever 
entered West Point whose ability was 
so marked, who worked so faithfully 
and fulfilled every promise made for 
him. When he graduated his class 
rating for the four years was 1959.2, 
perfect being represented by 1950. This 
record up to the time of his gradua- 
tion had never been made before by 
any student. 

CARTER AN ABLE ENGINEER. 

In the purely military part of the cur- 
riculum his record was no less en- 
viable, for when in the first class he 
was cadet lieutenant and adjutant, 
positions 
alion of cadets. From the fall o 
Se ages Lieut. Carter was stationed at 
Willett’s Point, New York Harbor, as 
a student officer at the engineer school 
of application. His remarkable ability 
as an engineer here revealed itself, 
and he was hailed as a new star of the 
corps. He became @4 member of the 
American Society of Engineers, and fur- 
nished it with a number of valuable 
papers on the result of his experiments 
for the government with explosives at 
Brunswick, N. Y¥. His ability was so 
recognized in 1885 that the government 
sent him to Zurich as a delegate to the 
International Congress of Engineers. 
The congress was held principally for 
the purpose of considering the subject 
of uniform tests of materials used in 
engineering construction. 

After his elevation to a captaincy he 
was made the successor of Gen. Gil- 
more at Savannah Harbor in charge of 
the river and harbor improvements in 
progress there since 1853. He served 
there thirteen years, and accomplished 


what Cilmore and other engineers had , 


failed to do. He gave Savannan a 
navigable and permanent channel to 
the ocean, and did it at far less ex- 
pense than was expected of him. Gen. 
Craighill, former Chief of Engineers, 
testified at Capt. Carter’s trial that: 

‘"The work done by Capt. Carter in 
Savannah Harbor .and river is one of 
the most successful operations of which 
I have any knowledge, either in this or 
any other country, ‘and the cost for 
the results is not unreasonable. The 
credit for obtaining these results I as- 
eribe entirely to Capt. Carter.’ 

FIRST CHARGES OF FRAUD. 

Tt was in 1897 that Capt. Carter was 
made military attaché of the American 
Embassy at London and that Capt. Gil- 
‘'eite suceeded him, and then found 
what he considered evidences of fraud. 
When the first charges were made go- 
eial circles of Savannah and New York 
City were astounded. He was a mem- 


ber of the Union, University and New | 


York Athletic ciubs. and of the Qele- 
therp Club of Savannah. His wife, now 
dead, hatbeen Miss Westcott, daugh- 
ter of the New Yorker who made mil- 
iions out of the express business. His 
married life was very happy, and he 
was implicitly trusted by his father- 
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in-law, who gave him a power of at- 
torney for the transaction of all his 
business. 

When the trial of Capt. Carter com- 


menced it Was considered a point 
against him that in regard to certain 
of the charges preferred he should 


plead the statute of limitations. Nev- 
ertheless, he did plead it, was sus- 
tained by the court, and was tried 
only on the occurrences of the two years 
previous to his accusation. 

It was charged against Carter that 
he had a financial interest in the At- 
lantic Contracting Company, whict 
was doing work for the governmen*‘ 
at Savannah. It was also charged that 
he became a member of the Nicaraguan 
Canal Commission solely for the pur- 
pose of securing work on that canal! for 
the Atlantic company. Judge-Advocate 
Parr-charged that “a total of $1.720 000 
was stolen from the government on 
brush mattresses alorre during three 
contracts,” 

LIVED HIGH AT SAVANNAH. 

Capt. Carter’s mode of living was 
high at Savannah, but he always gave 
explanation that his money came to 
him through his father-in-law. He

London Financial Market. 
NEW YORK, Sept. 18.—The Times’ London 
financial correspondent cables: ‘“‘Our money 


market anxiously begins to reckon up war 
risks. All last week we were hoping against 
hope that peace might be maintained. As I 
write, that hope has almost beef? abandoned, 
and rates for money are therefore tightening, 
wholly irrespective of busines demands. These, 
indeed, are very moderate for the home ac- 
count. Our discount market would have little 
occupation did it not depend on the domestic 
supply of bills, for that does not now amount 
to 2% per cent. of the total value 
of papers handled. This is our eat 
source of anxiety, for our credit institutions. 
Not so many years ago 70 per cent, of the 
exchange current here was of English origin; 
now it is quite the ether way. Not only do 
Pritish banks and discount houses buy foreign 
bills in large amounts, but French, German, 
Russian. Dutch and Japanese banks pos<*ess 
important London branches. engaged in placing 
daily a large volume of bills on our market. 
During your export season each American mail 
al#o brings heavy consignments of your mer- 
cantile paper. It is therefore of the utmost 
importance that no hitch should arise to pre- 
vent our credit establishments from be'ng able 
to regularly handle th!s stream of remittances. 
Dear money must vroduce this hitch. ana 1 
fear a war must force our market sharply up. 
Greater dearness ts expected this week. Testen 
by the cash gold here in our banks, we are 
in no position to stand pressure for one day. 
Inc’udire their balances at the Bank of Eng- 
land, they probably do not hold 6 per cent. 
of their liabilities to deposftors in gold,* as 
an able correspondent points out in today’s In- 
vestor’s Review. But it is just their capacity 
to pay gold that may soon be put to the 
proof.

Capt. Greene a Veteran of Three 
Warr—Men Discharged from the 
Command for the Good of the 
Service—4 Little Political Rip- 
ple—Disappearance. 


PASADENA, Sept. 18.—[Regular

the Armory of Co. I this otuatun. ane 
this veteran company, which has lan- 
fuished since its return from camp 
was reorganized with great enthus- 
jasm and starts on a new career with 
every promise of prosperity. The new 
Officers were elected unanimously, 
while the discharges from the ranks 
to promote the welfare of the com- 
passed off quietly. 

apt. C. M. Baker of the brigade 
staff, Los Angeles, presided over the 
election. There have been many sur- 
mises as to who the new captain of 

© company would be, and the men 
have been casting about anxiously for 
g00d timber. They chose a man who 

a veteran of three wars and one 
in whom the men will have great con- 
fidence. The new captain is D. M. 
Greene, who has been a business man 
in Pasadena. He was nominated by 
Corp. Yocum in a neat speech, and 
was unanimously elected. Capt. 
Greene has seen. sixteen years of 
actual service. He went through the 
war of the rebellion as a member of 
the Sixth Regiment of California Vol- 
unteers, and afterwards participated 
in the Indian war in the Humbolt 
country, during which he was twice 
mentioned in the official dispatches for 
gallant conduct in the field. He went 
into the cavalry on the Pacific Coast 
and during the last war was captain 
of a troop in the Sixth United States 
Cavalry. It is worthy of mention that 
Capt. Greene began his military life 
as a private in the California National 
Guard, in which he now reéniists, 
serving in the old Franklin Light In- 
fantry of San Francisco. He is 652 
years of age. 

On motion of Private Ryckman, J. 
D. Jones was unanimously elected 
First Lieutenant. Lieut. Jones ‘has 
worked his way up through the rank 
and file of the Guard. He _ served 
through the Spanish-American war as 
First Lieutenant of Co. C, Seventh 
California, and after the war enlisted 
as a private in Co. I. He was re- 
cently promoted to be sergeant. 

Private Douglass made a speech 
nominating Sergt.

(removed.) Three of these discharges 
form the sequel to the story of the 
attempt of a few members to keep 
men out of the company by a system 
of blackballing, and the determination 
to turn the tables on them. 

The orders also included the follow- 
ing promotions: To be first sergeant, 
L. D. Collins; to be sergeants, 
Corp. F. H. Burtt and Corp. J. D. 
Jones; to be corporals, Privates C. H. 
Yocum, J. E. H. Everett; C. G. Smith. 
H. M. Stone, Grove M. Palmer and F. P. 
Faulkner. 

After the election and other business, 
the thirty-five officers and men present 
sat down to a fine collation. After-din- 
ner speeches were made by the new 
officers. Capt. Greene said he could 
not thank the company half heartily 
enough for the honor, and promised to 
serve them faithfully. He declared he 
would let his actions speak for them- 
selves, and not try to talk much, but 
he promised to give the boys some 
reminiscences of his experiences in the 
field, in the near future. A regular 
soldiers’ campfire came next, and was 
hugely enjoyed. 

The new officers will report for ex- 
amination in Los Angeles Tuesday 
evening. 

Co. I has been ordered out for duty 
as escort to Battery D in Los Angeles 
Saturday, and will turn out a yood 
command.

FIFTEEN-DOLLAR POLITICS. 


There being nothing else to cause a 
ripple on the political waters of Pasa- 
dena, the City Hall janitor, which pays 
a salary of $15 per month, has done it. 
After the colored man, 8S. B. Carr, was 
appointed to this position, he was ex- 
pelled from the Afro-American League, 
which had indorsed another brother for 
the position. Carr’s friends declared 
that this action was taken out of re- 
venge, as he had made plain talk to 
the politicians of the league, and re- 
buked them for trying to run the poli- 
tics of the town. But today, one of the 
officers of the league came out with a 
statement that Carr was expelled, not 
because he had secured the janitorship 
plum, but for the reason that he ‘made 
an allusion at de chair’ in the course 
of some of his remarks. The president 
of the league has also printed a mani- 
festo stating that the organization re- 
fused to send Carr as a delegate to the 
State League at Sacramento, thinxing 
that the man who leads the Afro- 
Americans of Pasadena, and asks for 
support. ‘‘must be an honorable man, 
and one with aspirations higher than 
janitor at $15 per month.” A bit of 
history connected with this rather 
amusing struggle. is the fact that 
when the colored marching club 
switched over to the Democracy in the 
jast campaign, Carr told them that 
“their toes would always cold.”’ 
That taunt has been remembered—and 
Carr has been remembered.

LONG BEACH. 


Preliminary Proceedings for Sevw- 
ere—Items of Expense. 

LONG BEACH, Sept. 18.—[ Regular 
Ccrrespondence.] The matter of pre- 
liminary proceedings in the way of a 
city sewer system will probably be 
taken up by the City Trustees tonight. 
Among the holders of the larger prop- 
erties sentiment in favor of building 
sewers seems to be quite strong. The 
plans for a system that were prepared 
several months ago contemplated hav- 
ing the Vrooman act, or lateral, sewers 
in the streets. Many think it would be 
better to lay those sewers in the alleys. 
Most of the blocks are cut with two al- 
Icys each, one alley running northerly 
and southerly and the other easterly 
and westerly. Numerous drainage 
pipes have already been laid from 
house plumbing to cesspools in the 
rears of lots. In such cases the drain- 
age pipes would not have to be far ex- 
tended to connect with sewers laid in 
the alleys, but they would have to be 
either taken up or abandoned if pri- 
vate connections should have to be 
laid from the house plumbing to sew- 
ers in the streets. The laying of the 
Vrooman-act sewers in the alleys in- 
stead of in the streets would involve a 
materiai alteration of the plans which 
have been prepared. As soon as it is 
decided whether the street plan or the 
alley plan shall be adopted it is ex- 
pected that proceedings to call a bond 
election will be instituted. It is said to 
be the purpose of the City Trustees in 
that event to candidly place before the 
voters the fact that the money raised 
from a bond issue will cover only a part 
of the expense. The bonds, if they re- 
ceive a sufficient affirmative vote, 
will pay for the trunk, or principal, 
sewers and the outlet into and through 
which they drain. The other expenses 
to property-owners will embrace the 
cost of the street or alley sewers, which 
will doubtless be paid for on a basis of 
frontage, the cost of private connec- 
tions from the street or alley sewers to 
the house plumbing and, to those not 
already provided with it, the plumbing, 
including closets, sinks and baths.

STABBING AFFRAY AT EL CAJON 
HAD A CAUSE,

The Usual “Woman in the Case” Has 
Turned tUp—The Accused Man 
Still at Liberty—Bartender Held 
Up in Front of His Own Home. 
A Woman of the Half-world At- 
tempts Suicide—Coronado Notes. 


SAN DIEGO, Sept. 18.—[{Regular Cor- 
respondence.}] An inquest was held at 
El Cajon yesterday over the remains of 
Sevelino Rodriguez, the young Mexi- 
can who was stabbed to death Satur- 
day night. The testimony taken went 
to prove that there was a woman in 
the case. It seems that Patricio Alma- 
dras, who is accused of the murder, 
was formerly a soldier in the Mexican 
army, and while in Ensenada lived with 
a Mexican woman, who afterward 
moved to El Cajon. There Rodriguez 
met her and became infatuated with 
her. In spite of warning letters from 
Almadras he persisted in his attentions, 
and at the end of Almadras’s term of 
enlistment the latter went to El Cajon 
to vent his pent-up wrath on Rod- 
riguez. Saturday night, while going 
to a dance on the Martinez ranch, he 
overtook Rodriguez and a companion, 
and a quarrel ensued, in which. it is al- 
leged, Almadras stabbed Rodriguez with 
a knife. A man named John Burgess 
Saw the scuffle between the men, but 
did not see any knife used. As some of 
the witnesses were hot present yes- 
terday, the inquest was continued until 
Saturday night. An autopsy will be 
held meanwhile on the body. A large 
number of deputies are searching the 
country round about El Cajon for Al- 
madras, who made good his escape, but 
up to noon today he had net been cap- 


tured.

OF SUPERVISORS. 


Special Tax in the School District». 
San Pedro School Bonds Sold at 
a High Premium—<A Justice Doy- 
cotted—Qquail Protection. 


VENTURA, Sept. 18.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.}] The Board of Super- 
visors in special session today fixed the 
tax rate for the ensuing year. The tax 
as levied is as follows: For State, 60.1 
cents; county general fund, 69.1 cents; 
hospital fund, 7 cents; county school 
fund, 37 cents; county road fund, .40 
cents; county bond fund, 1.8 cents: 
total, $2.15. The total tax is the same 
as last year. However, for county pur- 
poses it is about 12 cents lower, the 
difference coming in the raise for State 
purposes. Special school taxes levied 
were: For the support of the Ventura 
High School, 44 cents; for the Santa 
Paula High School, 37 cents. In the 
following school districts a special 
school tax was levied to pay bonds and 
interest: Camulos, 40 cents; Eliseo, 44 
cents; Fairview, 30 cents; Fillmore, 10 
cents; Fremont, 55 cents: Nordhoff, 
$1.10; Pleasant Valley, 28 cents; Rio, 50 
cents; San Cayetano, 10 cents; San 
Pedro, 62 cents; Santa Clara, 87 cents; 
Santa Paula, 29 cents: Somis, 10 cents. 
In the Hueneme district a special tax 
of 66 cents was voted by the electors of 
the district, and in Long Cafion district 
a special tax of $1 was voted. 

The length of main track of. the 
Southern Pacific in the county is 54% 
miles; assessed value, $19,012.22 per 
mile, or a total of $545,666. The as- 
sessed value of property in the county 
is $7,023,391. Deduct 10 per cent. for 
delinquencies, $702,339, leaving $6,321,052, 
and adding value of railroad and the 
amount to base tax levy on is $6,866,713. 

To obtain the tax levy for property 
in this city it is necessary to deduct the 
40 cents Ievied for read purposes xnd 
add the 44 cents levied for the support 
of the Ventura High School, which 
gives.a total of $2.19. The Tawn Board 
of Trustees meet tonight to fix the tax 
rate for this city.. The rate will prob- 
ably be 73 cents, the same as last year. 
This will give a total of $2.92 for the 
State, county and city tax rate. 

SCHOOL BONDS SOLD. 

The $29.099 school bonds recently 
voted in the San Pedro school district 
and issued by the Board of Supervisors 
on September 7, were this morning 
sold to Isaac Springer and H. «'.

CONTEST OVER THE 
THE LATE TOM 
Valuable Property With More Than 
One Claimant—My«tery of the 
Flesh Watched by English is 
Still Unsolwed—Drevities. 


ESTATE oF 
cooK. 


SANTA ANA, Sept. 15 ~+[ Regular 
Correspondence.] With the death of 
the notorious Tom Cook comes a legal 
contest over his cstate, which consists 
of about one hundred acres of improved 
land in what is known us the peat- 
‘and section of the county, and which 
is valued at about $18,000 or $29,600. 

Less than a year ago, when Cook 
was on trial here for the murder of 
Jasper Grigsby, he deeded this valu- 
able farm to his wife, the deed being 


made a matter of record. After this 
trouble had passed and he had been 
acqua&ted of murder, practiowly upon 
technical grounds, and only a shut 
while before he was killed by his wife, 
Mrs. Cook deeded tine farm back to 
her husband. It now transpires that 
this last deed had not been recorded 
in the office of the County lecorder 
before his death; neither has it been 
made a matter of record since his 
death, and it is upparentivy on this 
accougt that a bitter legal contest is 
now brewing. 

Cook's aged mother, Mrs. Llizabeth 
J. Phillips, is iiving in the noithern 
part of this State and is sald to be 


in need of some of her sons property, 
while Mrs. Kate Cook, the wife of the 
deceased, at whose hands «‘ook met 
death, is at the home of ter father, 
Henry Pope, south of Westminster, al- 
most a total wreck mentally and phy- 
sically, as a result of the terrible ex- 
perience through which she has re- 
cently passed. The matter of setting 
the estate consequently his been left 
almost altogether to the attorneys em- 
ployed by the friends of both Cook 
and Mrs. Cook. The attorneys for 
Mrs. Cook so far have claimed that 
the farm is the property of the wife 
as the deed from Mrs. Cook to her 
husband has never been recorded, 
while the attorneys employed by the 
friends of the husband claim they can 
prove that the deed was made and ex- 
ecuted from Mrs. Cook to her husband, 
although admitting it was never made 
a matter of record. 

The first chapter of this interest'-e 
contest was enacted Saturday in the 
Superior Court before Judge BGatia.a, 
when the matter of appointing an ad- 
ministrator for the estate came up. 
Letters of administration were asked 
for by Mrs. Elizabeth J. Phillips. 
mother of Cook, and the issuance was 
vigorously opposed by LeCompte Davis 
of Los Angeles and Victor Montgomery 
of this city, attorneys for Mrs. Cook. 
Messrs. H. Lamme of Los Angel-«s 
and Williams & Jackson of this city, 
looking after the interests of Mrs. 
Elizabeth J. Phillips, mother of the 
deceased, urged that the letters be 
granted. After considerable conten- 
tion the attorneys finally agreed up®n 
Henry Pope, father of Mrs. Cook, as 
special or temporary administrator, in 
order that the maturing crops on the 
ranch may be properly looked efter, 
and the court made the appointment. 
Thus the matter rests. But it is not 
considered permanently settled by eny 
means, and it is not improbable that in 
this case Orange county will witness 
one of the most interesting legal con- 
tentions over the ownership of property 
in its history.

The exterior was 
rough, brown and shriveled, having the 
appearance of either having been put 
through a powerful poisonous liquid 
solution. or burned to a crisp. The 
first theory has some foundation from 
the fact that a larve bottle, labeled 
“Poison.” was found among the effects 
of English when he was gathered in 
by an officer from this city. 

Notwithstanding the fact that Eng- 
lish is now in the asylum at Highland, 
further investigation as to this some- 
what grewsome find will, in all proba- 
bility *be made.

However, a person is 
not liable to get very rich, because 
there are so many there and the dis- 
trict is comparatively small.
